No. 513- RIV - 74 / 10474. - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section (1) of section 38 of 
the Punjab Land Revenue Act, 1887 (Punjab Act 17 of 1887), and all other powers enabling him in 
this behalf , and in supersession of Haryana Government notification No. S. O. 9.2.4-17/1887 S. 38 ;68 , 
dated the 9th January, 1968 , the Governor of Haryana herehy fixes the following scale of fees for the 
purposes of that section : . 

(1) When the entry relates to the acquisition of a right or interest by 4 registered deed or by 

a decree or order of a court or hy an order of a Revenue Officer making or affirming a 
partition under Chapter IX of th : Punjab Land Revenue ict . 1487, or directing the 
incorporation in the record of a private purtition , a fee of tw rurces shall be charged 
on each proprietary holding : 
Provided that in the case of a proprietary holding consisting entirely mnt date -palms, a 

fee of twenty -five paise shall bevrged on each holding . 
(2 ) When the entry relates to the acquisition of a right or interest by inheritance , the fee shall 

be reckoned at the rate of twenty -five paise per rupee on the land holdings tax assessed : 
Provided that in these cases not more than one fee shall be chared on the acquisition in 
one and the same village of a right or interest in one ind the same capacity , although 

entries may have been made in mor . than one proprietary holding . 
( 3 ) When the entry relates to the acquisitivn of a right or interest not otherwise provided for 

in paragraphs 1 and 2 above , the fee shall be at the rate of wenty -five paise per rupee 
of the land holding tax assessed one each propri tary holding : 
Provided that in the case of date-palm proprietary holding when the land holding tax 
does not exceed one rupee , the fee shall be fifty paise per holding and when it exceeds 
one rupee but does not exceed five rupees, it shall be one rupee and when it exceeds five 

rupees , it shall be one rupce ind fifty paise . 
The above fee shall be charged on all mutations whether accepted or rijected : 
Provided that the attasting Officer may remit the fee on any rejected mutation when in his opinion 

it would not be proper to recover it from the person in whore favour the mutation was 

entered . 
In any case in which the fee payable under the foregoing pro sions is found to be excessive in 

amount with reference to the value of right or interest transferred or for any other reason , 
the Commissioner may either remit the fee or reduce it to such amount as he deems 

to be reasonable , 
Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding paragraphs. no fee shall be charged in 

respect of entries relating to the acquisition of a right or interest by the Bhoodan Yagna 
Board or the Bhoodan holder under the Punjab Bhoodan Yagna Act, 1955 (Punjab Act 

45 of 1956 ) . 
Fraction of a rupee less than fifty paise shall be rounded off to fifty paise , while fraction in 

excess of fifty paise shall be rounded off to one rupee . 
The minimum fee for a mutation siiall be one rupee irrespective of the fee calcula ted according to 
he above rates.

extract under serialNo. 16 and plans under rerial No. 28 if prepared in 
connection with the temporary alienation of land in satisfaction of decrees of civil court, the 
charges shall be subject to a maximum of ten rupees in a single case irrespective of the fact 
whether the extracts are prepared from a jamabandi or khasra girdawari or both and 

whether or not they involve the preparation of a plan . 
(2) The full fee thus realised should be credited into Government Treasury monthly , under the 

head IX - Land Revenue - Miscellaneous -- Copying and Inspection Fee of Patwari s records . 
(3 ) Patwaris are forbidden to prepare and supply copies or extracts of papers not shown in the 

above table . 
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(4 ) List of co -sharers shall not be prepared and supplied without the previous sanction of the 

Collector unless required in connection with a revenue , civil or criminal case . 
( 5) In the case of inspection of the Patwari s record by the Sub Inspectors or Inspectors of 

Co -operative Societies under Serial No. 25, the feu charged shall be fifty paixe only and the 

whole amount shall bu deposited into Government Tresury . 
16 ) In the case of parcha books the whole fee so recovered shall be credited into Government 

Treasury . 
(7) Fraction of a rupce less than fifty paise shall be rounded off to fifty paise, while fractions 
in excess of fifty paise shall be rounded off to one rupee .
